Galesburg, Ills., Feb. ll.—The m u n i­ 
cipal electrical lighting plant is ready 
for operation. G alesburg now owns two 
plants—w ater works and electriclight— 
the former having been In successful 
operation many years. 
The light plant 
is in the same building as the w ater 
works, a new structure of brick having 
bequ built over both, at a cost of #7000. 
The lighting plant will thus be run at 
a little extra expense for labor. 
The 
cost of the lighting system was but $33- 
500, which was much less than private 
companies said it could be built for. 
I he two dynamos have a capacity of 125 
lamps each aud the 200 lamps now up 
are of the most approved pattern. Forty 
miles of wire was required. Heretofore 
the city has paid $13,000 to $14,OOO annu­ 
ally for street lighting to a private com­ 
pany, and the city officials figure that 
with tin* new plant the lighting can be 
done much cheaper than this.

FO R A T E X T I L E SCHOOL. 


The establishment of factories in 
Texas has rapidly bronght to the 
attention of the public the necessity 
for a textile school in the state to 
train skilled operatiyes. 
The mat­ 
ter has been urged for some years 
by some newspapers, 
the Eagle 
among them, and it is gratifying 
to see it now taking form with the 
prospect for early realization. 
It 
appears t« be generally agreed that 
the A. and M. college is pre-emi­ 
nently the place for the school and 
it need hardly be noted that it 
would add immeasurably to the 
growth and usefulness of the insti­ 
tution and to the economic welfare 
of the state. 
The present legisla­ 
ture will hardly make provision 
for a textile school, but it is not 
unreasonable to expect that the 
next one will take the matter up 
and aob upon it favorably. 
The 
following special from Austin indi­ 
cates the sentiment prevailing on 
the su bject: 
“The textile bill in the house, of 
which Representative Stollenwerck 
is the author, is meeting with a 
great deal of favor. 
The object of 
the measure is to establish a textile 
school for boys and girls at College 
Station in connection with the A. 
and M. college. 
“The only question on 
which 
the proposition hinges is whether 
or not the .State is able ju st at this 
time to take up the questiou. 
The 
friends of the measure say that it 
is, and propose to push it for all it 
is worth. 
The new school would 
be of great benefit to the State, as 
the graduates are always assured 
of getting a good position in a first 
class factory of some kind.” 


Rev. George E. Clothier, pastor 
of the Presbyterian church has 
written a book on the subject of 
Baptism the manuscript of which 
has been submitted to the printer. 
It will be out soon and will not 
cost over 25 cents per copy. 
The 
editor has examined it and does 
not hesitate to say that it has great 
merit and will prove to be a very 
interesting treatise.

gastric digestion, and continued use will bring on a more chronic gastritis. 
I think that the use of alum baking powders should be prohibited by 
law ; that all baking powders should have a label certifying that they are 
free from alum: that the use of alum by bakers should be prohibited by law 
and that any breach of the law should be punishable by a suitable fine.
